One of the conditions of the hunt 
was that these Indians should find a 
place to camp, and must build a fire 
and keep it burning until six o’clock 
in the evening, unless they were soon- 
er found by a scouting party. 

The fleeing “Redskins” located a 
camp site and masked it on three sides, 
one of the conditions being that it 
should be open on the fourth in plain 
view of all who might happen to pass 
that way. Then they cut the wood for 
the day’s requirement—not long sticks, 
but about eight inches in length; and a 
regular Indian fire was built. 

Another condition of the hunt was 
that the Indians should not leave the 
place. which they selected as their 
camp, but must stay there until six in 
the afternoon. 

During the day one scouting party 
passed within 25 feet of the “Bad In- 
dian” camp, and on the open side of 
their fire, but so intent were they on 
what was in front of them and go clev- 
erly was the camp laid out that they 
did not see the “Indians.” 


ALL SCOUTS KNOW THE KNOTS. 
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Brussels.—The convéition of Eu- 
ropean and Asiatic’ societies favor-

Gather Considerable Data Showing 
Relationship Between, the Budget 
and the Health of the Family 
—Half Are Well Nourished. 


Washington.—The bureau of labor | 
statistics of the United States depart> 


ment of labor, in its country-wide in- 
vestigation of the cost of living in 
1918-1919, secured itemized budgets 
from approximately 18,000 ‘families. 
Special intensive studies of. ‘each- of 
the major items of expense in the fam- 
ily budget have been, or, are being 
made. Considerable data showing the 
relationship between the family bud- 
get and the health of the family are 
already available. 


Detailed dietary analysis of the food, 


of 983 families, selected at random 
from 11 representative cities, indicates 
that 21.2 per cent of- these families 
purchase less than 2,500 calories of 
food per man per day ;‘49 per cent of 
these families less than 3,000 calories, 
and 74.5 per comt less than 8,500 
calories, 

Allowing for ceaaadeoaiii variation 
from the recognized standard of 8,500 
calories purchased per man per day, 
these figures point to the fact that ap- 
proximately 20 per cent of the fam- 
ilies are purchasing food ‘entirely in- 
sufficient for the maintenance of 
health, 30 per cent are on the. border 
line between sufficient and insufficient 
nourishment, and 50 per cent are ‘in 
all probabilities well nourished. 

A study of the total yearly income in 
relation to-the fucd budget also bears 
out these conclusions, 44,6 per cent of 
the total number of white families in- 
cluded in the investigation were re- 
ceiving annuul incomes of $1,500 or 
more, and were probably getting an 
adequate and reasonably balanced 
diet, 22.7 per cent of the families were 
receiving annual incomes of less than 
$1,200, which is wholly inadequate to 
permit of the purchase of suffictent 
food for a family of average size, leav- 
ing 32.7 per cent of the families in the 
income group of $1,200 to $1,500, where 
the food necessary for an average fam- 
ily would be subject to serious curtail- 
ment, : 

Deficient in Milk, Eggs, Fruit. 

A sufficient number of calories, how- 
ever, does not necessarily mean a well- 
balanced ration. Many of the diet- 
aries in which 8,500 calories were pur- 
chased, were seriously deficient in 
milk, eggs, green vegetables and fruit. 

From a cursory examination of the 
clothing expenditures reported in 
investigation, it Was estimated that a 
yearly average of $90 per adult male 
would probably result. Further study 
has shown that_this. estimate was too 
liberal. During the last two years 
clothing purchases have been cut. 

A careful study of the clothing bud- 
gets of 641 families having children 
under fifteen years of’ age, and living 
in Northern cities, shows an average 
yearly expenditure of $68.88 for the 
clothing of the husband and $55.75 for 
the wife. In Southern cities, the aver- 
age for 207 families, similarly chosen, 
shows $75.59 for the husband and $6208 
for the wife. While the clothes pur; 
chased for these sums may be suffi. 
cient to’ keep thd’ wearer warm, it is 
certain that decency and health can- 
not be maintained on such a small out- 
lay for clothing. 

Judged by the standard that over- 
crowding begins when there is more 
than one person per room, a consider- 
able proportion of the families includ- 
ed in this investigation must be 
classed as overcrowded. A study has 
been made of 2,455 families Mving’in 
rented houses in 24 different cities. 

Fifty per cent of these had less than 
one room per person, 17 per cent had 
less than 0.7 ‘of a room per person, 
and 8 per cent less than 0.5 of a room

Miscellaneous items which include 
expenditures for care of health, educa- 
ton, amusements, insurance premiums 
and numerous other items of a miscel- 
laneous nature, comprise from 17 to 24 
per cent of the family budget, the 
amount increasing uniformly with in- 
crease in income, 

Detalis From Thirty Cities. 

Detailed data on miscellaneous ex- 
penses for 80 representative cities 
‘have been compiled. In these various 
elties the yearly expenditure per fam- 
ily for health, which includes doctor. 
dentist, hospital, -oculist, medicines, 
ranged from an average of $381.27 to 
$92.77, the mean being approximately 
$58, 

The correspouding figure on amuse: 
ments, which {includes movies, plays, 
concerts, excursions, vacations, ranged 
from an average of $9.95 to $35.59 per 
year per family, with a mean of be- 
tween $17 and $18. 

The average yearly expenditure per 
faraily fo. education and uplift, which 
includes newspapers, magazines, books, 
school tuition, music, ranged from 
$8.87. to $27.57, the mean being ap- 
proximately $17. — 


ATTACKS GRAVITATION LAWS 


Newton's Theory Not Absolute, De- 
Clares Prof. Maiorano, ital- 
lan Scientist. 


Rome, Italy.—Newton’s theory of 
gravitation has been attacked by Pro- 
fessor Maiorano, who, speaking before 
a@ meeting inent scientists here, 
Geclared ults of experiments he 
had performed upset the hitherto ac- 
cepted laws of physics governing the 
motions of celestial bodies. Newton's 
theory, while hitherto considered ab- 
solute, is only an approximate hypoth- 
esis, according to Professor Malorano, 
who supports this assertion by show- 
ing that a ball of lead coating in mer- 
cury becomes slightly lighter. 

From this the professor deduces four 
things? 

First, that bodies have both a true 
and an apparent mass, the true mass 
of the sun being double the apparent 
mass, 

Second, that the stars attract other 
bodies with forces entirely different 
from those thus far admitted to ex- 
ist. 

Third, that the solar heat of stars ts 
generated by the force of gravitation 
emanating from interior strata. From 
this, he argues, the solar system has 
had an immensely longer life than has 
been believed by scientists until the 
present. ; 

Fourth, that the evolution of the 
world has been closely linked to the

London.—The bishop of Chelmsford 
has barred money raised from “whist 
drives and dances” ‘from a fund of

Guilty Choose Between 
Fines and Inyestment . 


Instead of forcing persons guilty of 
minor.transgressions 6f the law to pay 
fines, in future Police and Superior 
Court Judges of San Francisco, as a 
corrective measure tending to charac- 
ter building, will give offenders ap- 
pearing before them an alternative of 
helping themselves by investing in| 
United States War Savings Stamps. 

“f shall be glad,” said Judge T. I. 
Fitzpatrick, Presiding Judge of the 
Police Court, ‘‘to assist in the move- 
ment in this direction as far as I ¢an, 
under the provistons of the charter of 
this city and Gounty, upon the thesis 
that a thrifty man is a better citizen 
and that many of our economic ills 
and much of our present day social 
unrest. are due directly to thriftlegs- 
ness.’ 

The policy agreed to by the San 
Francisco j1dges is a move pro- 


| mote a better citizenship among those 


persons coming before them upon mis- 
demeanor charges. Fining them, 
while serving as a ve meas- 
ure, lowers the geif supporting ability 
of defendants, whereas compelling 
them to purchase interest earning se- 
curities of the United: States Govern- 
ment, in the judges’ belief, will yxive 
them a start toward building up a 
bank acconnt,-and, proportionately, a 
feeling of responsible citizenship. The 
only condition attached to the alter- 
gative of purchasing securities in- 
stead of paying the fine will be that 
the defendants must hold the securi- 
ties until maturity. a
